It is well known that by appropriately controlling 
the color temperature of a display screen a relaxing 
atmosphere is created and eye fatigue is prevented (see, 
for example, JP 2001-009036 A, JP 11-296272 A, JP 11- 
096809 A, JP 10-049126 A, JP 08-266477 A), and that 
biological rhythm can be adjusted by intentionally 
varying the color temperature of illuminating light (see,

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document 3 sets forth a display device capable of 
automatically adjusting the brightness of a screen based 
on the time of day and the image genre; and documents 4 
to 6 set forth the impact of the color of emitted light 
on biological rhythms. In particular, document 5 
indicates that a plasma display, LCD panel or the like is 
used to project a relaxing image on the ceiling, based on 
the presumption that the coloring of emitted light has an 
impact on biological rhythms. 



It would therefore be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to conceive of controlling the color temperature 
of a screen according to purpose in order to adjust 
biological rhythms, in the display device set forth in 
documents 1 to 3. 



(2) Invention set forth in claims 8 to 22 

None of the documents cited in the international 
search report indicates that the percentage of 
fluctuation in light intensity of a first light-emitting 
body is made larger than other light-emitting bodies by 
using an image signal to switch the properties of light- 
emitting intensity of a first light-emitting body. 

(3) Invention set forth in claims 23 to 34 

None of the documents cited in the international 
search report indicates that the light-emitting intensity 
of a first light-emitting body is made selectable 
independently of a white light-emitting body. 
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
